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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the applicant recites "reliefs", which are indicated as 3 in the figures. It 
appears these are actually protuberances or projections as shown at 3. Additionally, the 
applicant recites a "height" of the reliefs in claim 1 . If these are actually "reliefs" it would 
appear they would have a depth, not a "height". The recitation of "reliefs" appears to 
indicate a recess or indentation, of which the examiner does not believe is intended by 
the applicant. Clarification is kindly requested. Also, claim 5 recites the "heights" of the 
"reliefs" conform to one another. If the heights are the same, and the "reliefs" overlap, 
then is the pattern really a pattern of overlapping rectangles or some hybrid structure 
there from (e.g. a T shaped relief with rounded edges)? Clarification is kindly requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f)or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
1683381 cited by the applicant in view ofTobin (2871152). 

DE '381 discloses a floor surface containing a plurality of reliefs 2b of rectangular 
shape with rounded edges. Refer to figure 1 and the Translated claims supplied by the 
applicant. The examiner is ordering a full translation at the present time. The depth is 
0.1mm as indicted in the claim. DE '381 does fail to specifically disclose the pattern of 
rectangles as overlapping per claim 1 . 
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Tobin discloses a tile (i.e. floor covering) can have an overlapping pattern 29 
thereon in order to supply it with the desired texture and/or decorative effect (see 
column 3, lines 46-50). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to DE '381 to overlap the pattern on the surface of the floor 
covering, as taught by Tobin, in order to form a surface of a desired and/or textured 
effect supplied there from motivated by the fact Tobin teaches this is known in the art of 
floor coverings. With regards to the size and/or shape of the reliefs in claims 1 , 2,3,4 
and 6, a change in shape and/or size is generally within ordinary skill in the art. See 
MPEP 2144.041V. With regards to the thicknesses of claims 9 and 10, it would be 
obvious to form the mat of whatever thickness is required for its particular application.
